more benefit to Nova Scotia if invested 
in productive enterprise in Nova Scotia 
and not deposited in banks which may 
and do utilize them in New York and 
elsewhere. That we should imagine was a 
self-evident proposition. Though not 
quite so self-evident, it is equally true 
that very heavy bank deposits are an 
evidence of local business stagnation and 
lack of enterprise. Hank deposits are 
not hoards so far as the ultimate utiliza- 
tion of the money is concerned, but so 
far as the depositor is concerned, the 
action of depositing is the action of 
hoarding. In any community where 
bank deposits rise to a very high level, 
it is either because there are no profit- 
able business opportunities for its re- 
productive employment on the spot, or 
because the people are too ignorant or 
loo lazy to take advantage of the op- 
portunities which do exist. We should 
not. have thought it was a fact often, 
even infcreutially ignored, that business 
stagnation causes cheap money, and ac- 
tive business enterprise dear money. 
The meaning of that is only that de- 
posits overtake the possibility of using 
them in the one ease, and fall behind it 
in the other. If the estimate of the 
Nova Scotian paper is correct, the con- 
ditions which exist there are a decided 
evidence of commercial stagnation. Let 
us see whether we can gain any light 
on this subject from the statistical re- 
turns of the Canadian banks in refer- 
ence to Canada as a whole. The banks 
have $4S,G39.724 of the people's savings 
invested in what are known as "call 
loans" in Canada, and $44,008,557 of 
Canadian savings invested in "call 
loans" outside Canada. "Call loans" 
are loans for facilitating stock exchange 
transactions, the manner by which credit 
is applied to these transactions. This 
statement shows, therefore, that the 
volume of business in stocks and bonds 
and shares in Canada is only half what, 
from the money in Canada available to 
finance it, we should expect. Ami that 
shows that the number of home-owned 
railways ami companies of various kinds 
is far .smaller than tin.- savings of tho 
people, the locally accumulated capital, 
would justify. In a year, however, the 
"call loans" in Canada have increased 
over .'!<> per cent., ami the foreign "call 
loans" have not increased, which shows 
an improvement. Loans ami discounts 
in Canada amount to IjUiHl ,040.220 as 
compared with $202,050,778 a year ago. 
Hut loans and discounts outside Canada 
amount to $32,118,508 showing an in- 
crease of nearly six millions ia a year. 
Itoughly then, the Canadian hanks have 
$70,780,000 of Canadian savings invest- 
ed, that is being utilize.], abroad, and to 
balance that, are utilizing in Canada 
about $5, 0(10.000 of for. ign money. That 
is the situation. It is much better than 
it was a few years ago. The banks 
have Hooded the West with the savings 
of tin' East, to their own great profit, 
ami to the great advantage of the coun- 
try. But for every dollar deposited in 
Canada there should be abundant use 
in Canada, if enterprise ami initiative 
kept pace with industry ami frugality, 
and tiie resources of our country. The 
fact is, however, that our ICastern peo- 
ple., the savers of the nation, are only 
now beginning to look beyond a heritage 
of hard work with the insurance of a 
deposit in the bank, and to realize their 
combined duty and opportunity in the 
great productive and industrial resources 
of our country.

It 
is likely that the latter body will seek 
information from nearby cities respect- 
ing plans of similar buildings which 
have been erected, so as lo arrive lit a 
speedy determination as to the architec- 
tural design of the building to be erect- 
ed here. Under the firrnnjrement made 
with Mr. Cmvegic th,« sum of $5,0(10 is 
to 'be annually expended for the inain- 
tcnanee of the library. Out of this sum 
most be paid all the charges— salaries 
of librarian and stall, janitor. light, 
heating, insurance, etc.. and whatever 
sum is left over will be spent in 'books, 
magazines, newspapers and binding. It 
will be impossible to tell now, of course, 
how much the current expenses will 
amount to, but it will be seen how im- 
portant it is that they should be kept 
at as low a figure as possible, in order 
That there should be a good-sized sum 
for use in filling the shelves. 

A few weeks ago Mr. W. I". Best for- 
warded to the council certain informa- 
tion respecting libraries in Eastern cit- 
ies which has a special interest at this 
lime. Over eight million dollars have 
been given for libraries and library 
buildings by families or individuals in 
the state of Massachusetts, while the 
beouests for books would amount to 
additional millions. The result of public 
and private enterprise is that there is 
hardly a town in the state without a 
free public library. It is recorded that 
over one hundred and thirty towns have 
received valuable gifts for library pur- 
poses from residents or former resi- 
dents. Some facts regarding libraries 
in some of these towns may he of in- 
terest. 

Maiden is a town of about 33,000 in- 
habitants, and it appropriates $8,000 a 
vear for its library. Other receipts in 
1901, including $1,.S09 from the dog tax 
(which everywhere in the state goes to t . 
library funds) gave the library an in- dumased as a re 
come of $15, HO. anil with the exception t | 1L . steamer City 



many as St. John. The librarian has sis 
assistants. 

These libraries, and probably the 
greater number of libraries in Massa- 
chusetts are open from or 10 a. m. 
to 6 or p, ui. except at meal hours. 
Some do not close even at meal hours. 
The St. John, N. 1!., library is open 
only from 2 to p. m. and from 7 to 
9 p. in., the reading room remaining 
open li hall hour lunger, and necessarily 
tuere must ho an extension of hours 
under new conditions. Within receul 
years the reading rooms in many Mas- 
sachusetts libraries are open every Suii- 
dav afternoon, and booKs can be ob- 
tained from the shelves, but not taken 
from the building. Librarians say the 
result has ibeeu very satisfactory. Of 
course, it adds to the expense, for extra 
statt has to be secured. 

Another interesting feature in library 
management is the open shelf. All over 
the United States librarians are throw- 
ing open their shelves' to the public, 
and the opinion of library managers is 
that the movement is a good one. In 
Massachusetts a majority of the lib- 
raries have open shelves. 

A striking fact in connection with 
many of the Massachusetts libraries is 
the close connection they maintain with 
the schools. In Medford, for example, 
the library send 12 books to each of 
the 00 school rooms every six weeks, 
making S2iS books in constant use by 
the children. In all the libraries special 
attention is paid lo the children's room, 
and a well qualified assistant is in 
charge of it. 

There was organized a lew years ago 
a library art club. Members of this 
club, by paying a few dollars a year, 
receive " every three or four weeks a 
series of pictures, say of Florence, Ven- 
ice or Koine, to be hung up and ex- 
plained to children. A room in the 
upper part ot the new building can be 
used for this purpose if the library join- 
ed the art club. 

Visitors to .New England libraries will 
learn on enquiry that an effort is being 
made ill every direction to reduce the 
number of novels put. in circulation. 
lOvervwhero more money is being in- 
vested in ••solid" books and less in fic- 
tion. Rules arc made by which when 
two books are taken out at a time, 
only one may be a novel. A writer in 
the' Boston Transcript recently pointed 
oiit what has been done in the great 
Boston library: 

"Relying upon the mature judgment 
of Mr' Carnegie thai a novel ought to 
he three years old before it circulates 
from a public library, a view, by the , 
way, in which Mr. I'utnam now so far vei. u 
concurs as to reeommcml a probationary 1 
period ot one year, the Whitney admin- 
istration bus taki n n bold stand. Only 
a few novels are now bought. The 
tutnl number of titles in English fiction 
reported in the three bulletins for 
March. April and May of 1901 was 113. 
The reform was entered upon at that 
time and the total for August. Septem- 
ber and October was only 54. This year 
the reduction continues, only 51 titles 
of English lietion appearing in the bulle- 
tins for .March. April and May, while 
I he August bulletin listed only live ti- 
tles, and thin of September six, while 
that of October actually mentioned not 
a single title of English fiction— prob- 
ably the first instance of the kind in 
the' history of public library bulletins. 
The average for years had been thirty 
or forty a month.' 

Tin. result of following this policy 
is that it has been possible to buy ex- 
pensive books which were required. 
Novel-renders are disappointed, but they 
have had their day.

SomerviWe is a larger place— its popu- 
lation being about 00.000— and from the 
civic appropriation and dog tax the li- 
brary receives annually about .SlO.fXIO.

News wttfi received by the Empress of 
Japan that, after defeating the Imperial 
troops with heavy loss, the Kwangsi 
rebels have laid siege to Liuchou, where 
Governor Wang (Jhih-Chun, who lias 
lleen dismissed and ordered to Pekin, is 
surrounded. Kueilin, the provincial 
rapital, is also in a state of siege and 
t'iri>e rebel armies were approaching 
that city, to aid the besiegers in making 
a joint attack on the place. Viceroy 
TscuY of Szechnan has wired to Pekiu, 
nskfiig if the government is aware of 
the precarious condition of Kueilin. Gov- 
ernor Wang Chih-Cliun intended to pro- 
ceed there from Nanning, and marched 
his army from Liuchou, a prefectural 
city not many miles distant from Kuei- 
lin. The Imperial forces soon found 
themselves greatly harrassed on all sides) 
by the rebels, who almost surrounded 
the former and effectively prevented 
them from leaving the vicinity of Liu- 
chou. Governor Wang Cbih-chun bad 
therefore to return covered with ig- 
nominy and the loss of many hundred 
men and a couple of thousand Mausers. 
The roads are now all held by the rebels 
and the t imissiiimt routes are blink- 
ed.
